The platform of the Democratic party 
adopted at their rn-siiiiMitial conveiiliou 
in Kansas City declares "an unceasing 
wuftire in aatioa.

This 
portion of the document is written in ex- 
praMlve laagaags lijr a master band, 
probably that of Augustus Van Wyclc, 
the New York memtier of the Platform 
Committee, who is aa expert in the sub- 
ject of "monopolies and trusts." He is 
one of the largest stockholders in what is 
popularly known aa the Tammany Ice 
Trust, which the laadiag Democratic 
newspapers of Mcw York City recently 
described as "A conspiracy to coin fever 
and Ihlnt iatodividenda." 

The lee Tnat was oqianised to control 
the supply and fix the price to the con- 
sumen in the gnat cfty of New York of 
one of the prime neeeMarlea of Hfe. It 
was orgaiiize<l by Democratic politicians, 
many of whom are officeholders whose 
oAdal antbority ooold ht and has been 
used to promote its prosperity and swell 
its profits. Immense as were the finan- 
cial naomeas of tUa nalawf ■! numopoly 
it could not expect to control every source 
of supply. Both Divine Providence and 
human science forbade that, but it coulil 
virtually prevent the necessary of life 
from reaching several millions of con- 
sumcra except through .the channels it 
pravidad and on the tenas it demawM. 

This was easily done through the con- 
nivance of Democratic officials who con- 
trolled the dock privileges nf the great 
city, two of whom were 1 >ock Cotnmis- 
sioners and another the Mayor. This 
having iMcn aceoatpUahed. the Trust ad- 
vanced the price of iea wihieh eoat It |1 
to 11.60 a ton la Its ddlveev wagoos to 
|3 and f4 a ton to its wbolcaale cnatom- 
era and sixty cents the 100 pounds, or at 
the rate of $12 a ton (double the price of 
coal ) to small consumers. At the same 
time it proclaimed that thereafter no 
sales of ice in "five-cent pieces" would 
be made, tbua virtually dejirivinK of this 
priow neoesrfty of life all peiaoas who 
were not able to fodnlfcla the hmry of 
refrigerators or iee ehcata, the two classes 
■aaUwring several hundred thousand per- 
■ons in the great city which this Demo- 
cratic Trust holds by the throat. Later 
the Trust was compelled by force of pub- 
lic opinioa to make a partial concession 
to iu poorer customers, which it did with 
sn insult by compelling them to show 
that they were actually too poor to buy 
more than half a dime's wortti of Ice at a 
time.

States. To those who understand 
the conditions of labor, the con- 
tempt with which working people 
are regarded, the injustice to which 
they are subjected in other countries, 
and who are alao aware of the re> 
proach and oppmiiou heaped upon 
l«bor even in parts of this country 
np to a quarter of a century ago, 
l^abor day is honored and celebrated 
for what it repreaents— the devation 
of labor from a brand of ignominy 
and stTvitndc to a sphere of honor 
and usefulness, fully recognized as 
such by all but the ignorant snobs. 

Labor day should be hailed with 
delight and pride by every Ameri- 
can workingman, and whete possi- 
Ue he should join with his fellows 
in celebrating it, thus manifesting 
to the public his honor for his craft, 
appreciation of all it represents and 
to give evidence of the qiirit of 
unity and harmony among work- 
ingmen in furthering by legal and 
peaceful co operation their inter- 
est s, protecting their rights and 
bett«^dg--4l» condition of labor 
generally. As they have by their 
unions, through legislation, con 
ference and united strength, re- 
duced the hotura of labor, advanced 
and maintained wages, bettered the 
conditions and facilities of many 
crafts, enforced the right of work 
ingmen to a hearing in all that con- 
cerns them, they yet recognize that 
too many of their fellows are yet 
subjected to long hours, insufficient 
pay and opfn-eaaive and degrading 
conditions, that blight them and 
their families, conditions which it 
is the purpose of all workingmeu to 
persist in an effort to improve. 

The American workingman, like 
everything else, is distinctively 
American, noted for his respect for 
law and order, ambition and energy, 
thonNtgh and effective organization , 
practical and progressive results. 
Though there have been occasions 
when lawleasneaa and violence have 
marred this record, they were the 
exception, and resulted from em- 
ployer and workmen alike, for the 
time being, departing from the 
American rule and seeking to en- 
force foreign theories, and, indeed, 
where the controlling elements were 
foreigners, yet uu imbued with the 
spirit of fairneas and reaaon of the 
American, or if Americans, of that 
class who would establish in this 
country the foreign notions of 
"auater and man," or the aodal* 
istic theory of other conntrica. 
Where the employers and workmen 
have followed the true principles of 
organized hibm- and conducted their 
contentions according to the Amer- 
ican rule, rather than sentimental 
theory, their conduct has been 
peaceful, rteolts favorable to both 
employer and workman, and a feel- 
ing of mutual respect and harmony 
of interest has been instilled that 
draws together and unites in friend- 
liness the employer and his work- 
men — a condition that elevates labor 
to a full recognition of its rights 
with capital, but only in this coun- 
try dcn-s that condition exist. The 
American workman leads the work- 
men of the world, not only in his 
morality, behavior, efficiency, in 



the conveniences and even luxuries 
of life, and very generally owna his 
hoae; he and his family wear belter 
clothes, eat better fcxxl; his children 
have the advantage of and the time 
and opportunity to attend the best 
schools; he is the freest spender of 
all classes, and the savings hanks' 
reports show that he also has a bank 
account These are the ftets, aa 
againat the aaaertions of the "labor 
agitator" and politician seeking to 
influence the workingmen's votes, 
or the arguments of the young and 
ignorant who know not whereof 
the}' speak. 

In appreciation of all this the 
American workiogm*n should enter 
heartily into the observance of 
Labor day. Personal, political and 
all other differences should be for- 
gotten, and all join as workingmen. 
This they will do. with few excep- 
tions; for labor, like all other 
classes, has its discontents and con- 
traries, but in this country they are 
a minority, noiay it is true, but 
harmless if quietly ignored. Let 
them celebrate or not, as they wish; 
let them enjoy the fruits of the 
efforts and sacrifices of those they 
seem to condemn, but do not sHow 
them to cause dissension or retard 
you from coming out, showing your 
colon and your respect for your 
catue on its only holiday of the 
year.

The summary execution of Lieut. 
Cordua at Pretoria, exposing as it 
does the espionage system adopted 
and the mtuderoua course pursued 
by the Bnglidi in the allied gov- 
ernment of the Boers, as well as an 
utter ^MtguA^ all that ia honor- 
able •IriMHHke in dvilized war- 
fare, has provoked a storm of pro- 
test from all nations against such 
treacherous barbarity. Cordua, 
like hundreds of the Boer soldiera, 
had surrendered, and waa rcleaaed 
on parole after taking the oath of 
neutrality. He was charged with 
violation of hia parole, in forming a 
conqiirBcy to kill Britiah officers 
and abduct Lord Roberts. Had he 
been proven guilty no one could 
object, severe and hasty as was the 
penalty, for violation of parole by 
a prisoner of war subjects him to 
such penalty as a court-martial may 
impose, and it is generally death. 
But Cordua does not seem to have 
been guilty, and his trial develops 
a cruel preconcert-d system for per- 
secuting, robbing and murdering 
the Boera who have surrendered. 
The evidence shows that Britiah 
detectives suggested to Cordua a 
conspiracy to kill British officers 
aud abduct Lord Roberts, and that 
he told others of the suggestion. 
This is all that was proven against 
Cordna. He admitted this, but 
protested his innocence uf any act 



more will be if the murderous sys- 
tem is continued. ^ 

To every one who knows of Eog- 
land's mode of governing her "con- 
quered provinoca" this is neither 
new nor astonishing. Tt is pecu- 
liarly the British way in every 
clime and with every people over 
whom ahe has obtained control. It 
is the same cruel policy under which 
the people of Bostou were .shot 
down. Gen. Lee hanged and Wash- 
ington and all other American 
patriots would have been summarily 
dealt with if captured; the same 
policy that marked her "civilizing" 
rule in Ireland, India, Australia 
and everywhere el.se where not re- 
strained by fear of interference from 
other nations. 

It is not wonderful that England 
finds it difficult to pacify the Boers, 
even after conquering them, and as 
they are not the kind of people to 
be terrorized into submission, the 
effect of such duplicity and barbar- 
ity, under which their surrender is 
only taken advantage of to make 
them victims of sdieming officials 
and liable to arrest, imprisooment 
robbery and death, they are taking 
the chances, and despite martial 
law and patrols, they are deserting 
their homes, making their way td 
the Boer camps of the west and 
north to join But ha, Delarey and 
Dewet to fight for their lives 
These Generals, supposed to be 
hunted fugitives, penned up with a 
few followers in the mountains 
have assumed the aggressive in 
command of thousands of men, have 
turned upon and defeated the 
British troops that have l>?en pur 
suing them for weeks, and Gen 
Roberts haa left Pretoria to aaanme 
command in the field in an effort to 
subdue them. 

The Boer war, if it was, as re- 
ported from London, virtually at an 
end except guerriUi bands, has been 
renewed with vigor and a fresh 
force, with the prospect that a de- 
cisive blow by the united Boer force 
may undo all that has been aocom' 
plished and compel Gen. Roberts to 
abandon his advance positions; for 
a Boer victory would soon be fol- 
lowed by the general revolt of the 
oppress e d burghers that would 
likely overwhelm and drive from 
the country the invaders. And if 
this Should occur British duplicity 
and cruelty, as exhibited in the 
Cordua and other cases, would be 
to blame for it. 

Bogiand's career of treachery 
and cruelty must end some day, 
and it is such heroic people as the 
Boers, whose endurance and bravery 
strike the blow that crushes the 
hitherto invincible tyrant. And so 
mote it be.

announcing everythiqg ready foe. the 
parade and picaie, all details having been 
completed. 

The Joomeymen Horseshoers sent a 
comnuBicatioa demanding a trial for 
Bdward Csduoan, who waa aassatad for 
laagaaRS need at the precssdiflgmeetfag, 
but no action was taken. 

The Journeymen Barl>ers requested the 
Central Labor Union not to recognize 
hotels with ooa^aaloa Shops attadied 
when mahing arraageoieBts for tlie ooia 
ing natioBsl oonveatioB of tlie AoMricaa 
Federation of Labor, which will lie 
plied with. 

Among the communications received 
was one from the Central Trades Council 
of Pensacola, Kla., asking the Central 
Labor Union to purchase four tickets for 
the establishment of a labor library and 
headquarters in that dty. The Secretary 
waa iaatracted tO forward the noney for 
them. 

President Tobin, of the National Boot 
and Shoe Workers' Union, calle<I atten- 
tion to the lal>el on children's shoes, and 
declared that the non-union Hamilton- 
Brown firm had loat in sales last month 
ovar|S4,000. 

The special street railway atrike com- 
mittee of St. Louis appealed for aaaist- 
ance in establishing a bus line to give 
employment to the li,!)00 men ou strike 
there. The company has twice broken 
its agreement, and the men expect the 
flgfat to oootiaue for twelve moaths 
longer. 

The Joint Esecutive Board of the 
United Brewery Workmen urge all locals 
to assist them in bringing their label 
more into use, R!id the Lithographers' 
Union of New York contradict the state- 
ment that the strike of the employes of 
McLiaoghlia Brothers in Br^oklya had 
been dedared eff. This irai now en- 
ploya ao»«ttion men for .the mannfac- 
tnre of children'a gamea and hooka. 

Quite an amount of business of minor 
importance was also transacted. 



SHAMROCK DESiONS. 



The shamrock has been so prominently 
before the public Utely that it is well to 
point oat how easily it can be utilised for 
fancy work. The pretty foliage lends 

its<-lf to decorative purposes. 

The patterns are worked in lustrine on 
that coarse, canvas-like muslin used for 
wrapping up butter and cheese. When 
white it is called buttercloth; when un- 
bleached it ia light brown and fa then 
known as cheesecloth. It ia very cheap, 
only sixpence a yard, but it requires lin- 
ing if used wheu rough wear is demanded 
and when lined with a colored sateen or 
■ilk the effect ia very pretty, as the color 
shows faintly thraagh the threads. 

When worked on cheese or buttarolotb 
shamrocka are luitable for a tsUsdoth, 
repeatlBg the deaigu ia straight rows till 
the whole surface is covered. Thia is 
just now the fashion, tablecloths being 
worked all over, not merely with a bor- 
der and corners, as formerly the case. 
The alternate squares can be left blank 
or a four-leafed shamrock could be worked 
in the cei;ter of each alternate square. 
The design must be enclosed in a stem- 
stitched line of green.

Be- 
cause it U to the interest of all of us that 
f«nale labor should be limited so as not 
to injure the motherhood and family life 



ofa'nation. Jules Simon explains the 
fact of the decreasing population of 
France by the long hours of female work, 
which prevent due attention to the nur- 
ture and care of families. In France the 
rate of birtha ia decreasing, while that of 
deatha is increasing. 

It ia to the interests of all o> ua that 
work should be carried on in normal con- 
dition of health, so that workshops 
should not maim or stunt humanity. It 
is not ill the iK)wer of individual work- 
men to protect themselves from defective 
machinery or bad ventilation; so it is in 
the interest of all of ua to make laws for 
their preservation fran preventable 
causes of mortality. 

So, also, it is in the interests of all of 
us that education should 1>e uiiiver.sal, 
compulsory and efiicient, l>ccause the 
competition of labor throughout the 
world has resolved itself into a competi- 
tion of educated intelligence, and will do 
so increasingly iu the f ntnra.— Sir Lyon 
Playfair.

A largely attended and successful meel- 
iog was 'held at Delvin, County Meath, 
on Sunday, August 6, under the auspices 
of the United Irish l>ague. Mark Mur- 
ray, Chairman of the Delvin Board of 
Onardians, occupied the chair, and the 
attendance included William O'Brien, 
John Hayden, William O'Mallay and 
Joseph TiiUy, iiieiiil)ers of Parliament. 

Resolutions were «<l<>pteil expressing 
adhesion to the prograiii'iie of the United 
Irish League and refusal to recognize as a 
Nationalist any one who hesitated to 
adopt that programme in ita entirety; 
demanding Icgialative iadependcncc for 
Ireland, the restitution of the eoonnoua 
sums unjustly wrung from the country 
(luring the last lialf centnry; the abolition 
of the plurnl ownership of land; estab- 
lishment of a Catholic university, and 
bespeaking an immediate response to the 
appeal made on bdislf o( the general 
election fund. 

William O'Brien, who was loudly 
cheered, said they bad met together at 
an eventful crisis in the history of their 
country. Tiny were, In- might nhiiost 
say, within a couple of weeks of tlie gen- 
eral election, and u]M)n the results of that 
general election it would l)e inii>ossililc to 
exaggerate how much would deiH iul foi 
the happiness and welfare of the Irish 
people. A short time ago T. W. Russell 
made a sUtement which was w import- 
ant that he (Mr. O'Brien) was amazed 
that it did not attract more attention in 
the country, lie declurcil that even the 
Tory Coveriinient inten<leil in the next 
Parliament to introduce a hill for buying 
out the landlords of Ireland, and he de- 
clared further— and he was not so much 
in love with thia declaration— that it 
wouhl be Mtisfactory to the landlords. 
Now, although Rusaell waa not a mem- 
lier of llu- Cahiiut, lie was a very ini- 
poitaiil mail in relation to the Irish policy 
of llu- t \ n nnient, and lliey might 
assume that he spoke by the lxK>k. What 
did it mean? It meant that the nlx>Iition 
of UmdlmJtoMiPWS osftaiM, and that it 
was near at hand, ^tt maisa that the 
Tory Government themadvet raoogniaed 
that all theii tinkering land acts were a 
failure, that lamllordism would have to 
go. and that the one way of ever produc- 
ing any permanent jjeace or happiness in 
Ireland was that the people should own 
and be the masters of the land of Ireland. 
That waa glorioua news — but Russell also 
made aatatiemcnt which made it perfectly 
])ossible that unless the farmera o( Ire- 
laud looked sharp the Government might 
introduce s'uli a hill for Imyir.g out the 
landlords lli \I it would lie as had aii<l as 
expensive ,i ; > i i llic Icnautrv ol Ire- 
land as it waa fur the unfortunate pur- 
chasers of the glebe lands under the 
church diaestabliahment act. Russell 
told them that the bill wonld be aatia- 
factory to the landlords, but would it be 
equally satisfactary to the tenants. The 
answer to that question would dei>end on 
the strength of the people's coinhination 
under the United League. It would de- 
pend upon the spirit and discipline of 
the men that they would aend into Par- 
liament at the next general election. If 
the people of Ireland were diaorganised, 
if there was no life in them, if there was 
no fight in them, if they sent to the next 
Parliament men who would not have 
their hearts in their work, men who 
would break away from their comrades, 
and do what they wished according to 
their own whima and temperament- if 
the tenant fanners were anch fools as 
that, they wonld go to the wall, fmd the 
Government would introduces hill that 
would l>e a curse instead of a blessing to 
the country. The whole game of the 
Government for the last two years lia<l 
been to shoal money into the pockets of 
the Irish landlords by way of compensa- 
tion for aaeh wretched reductions of rent 
aa had been wrung out of them in the 
land courts. The landlords p o c ke t ed at 
least /500,000 a year under losst 
government act, and the only thing the 
Government did for Ireland this session 
was to ateal another million of Irish 
■MIMIIJ and liailll It i i to IIk- lamllords. 
The Bngliah treasury hud been convicted 
on the admission of their own officials of 
plundering Ireland of three milliona a 
year in unjust taxation, and instead of 
diagorging any of the money the English 
treasury actually laid hold of another 
million of purely Irish money, and hand- 
ed it over to the landlords of Ireland. A 
handful of Iriah members did make a 
fight against the robbery, but they were 
a mere handful, helpless and divided, 
and they were borne down, and that rob- 
bery of Ireland was carried out juat aa 
effectually as if it bad been landlords or 
bumbailiffs that they had sent over to 
represent them at Westminster. There 
were actually Irish nienihers who went 
over to lyondon s|)ecially to vote for an 
electric lighting hill that would have 
handed over to their friends a hundred 
thousand pounds at the expense of the 
citizens of Dublin; and when they failed 
to carry their bill thoae men actually 
would not wait another night to vote 
againat stealing a million of the church 
surplua fund and handing it over to the 
landloida. Once convince John bull that j 
the people here in IrslandjMd an organ 
izattou which wast mMBH'^'^ 

thr:..w lu 



their teeth even a oompnlsory sales bill. 
Once show such a spirit as that and he 

promised them that when the Govern- 
ment introduced the Mil that Russell 
hinted as th?y would take mighty good 
care to make it as satisfactory to the 
tenants as it would he to the landlords; 
and this next Parliament wouhl give to 
Ireland the immeasurable blessing of the 
extinction of landlordism upon terms 
that wonld mske their people maatera 
and owners of the soil of Ireland— aye, 
and that would make the farmera and 
lalwrers and the whole people of Ireland 
bless the day when Isndlordism disap- 
peared from the face of this earth. All 
that would depend upon their having an 
Irish patty of the right kind. 

They would have to ask themaelves in 
every coostitoettCy In ths country whether 
the man, whoever he might be, who rep- 
resented them at the preaent moment waa 
the right kin<l of man to fight the liattle 
of Ireland. Mr. Tulte was personally an 
inofTensive man, but he thought he would 
give no trouble in the future. At all 
events, he asked them here and in every 
other constituency in the country, with- 
out the alightcat reference to ssctlonal 
questions, to send nien to repressnt them 
whom they knew to'be esmest snd hon- 
est Nationalists. Given such a party as 
that again under the Chairmanship of 
John Redmond, and he told them they 
would again have a Parliamentary force 
that, no matter what might Ije the condi- 
tion of English partiea, would be in a 
poaition to win evtfy thing the farmers 
and the Uborers and ths psople of Ire- 
land had aet their bcarU on. Under their 
constitution this Lssgne wonld never per- 
mit any man to be persecuted, any mem- 
ber of Parliament to be l)ersecuted, l)C- 
cause of his action in the past, or because 
he belonged to this or that .section. There 
was a full and complete amnesty declared 
for every man np to the date of the na- 
tional oonventlon. Any man who ac- 
cepted the doctrlnea of the convention, if 
he was acceptable in other ways to the 
people themselves, must never be ques- 
tioiu'd in the smallest degree as to 
whether he was a Paruellite or an anti- 
Pamellite, because, as Redmond declared 
in his great speech in Cork, the battle of 
Pamellism snd snti-Pamellism was over 
and gone, thank God, forever. The 
'liiestion of a man's action in thepast was 
one thing, Imt the (juestion of his action 
in the present anil what it was likely to 
l>e ill the future was anollier question. 
And he did s.'iy that any man who, not- 
withstanding every offer and conciliation, 
continued to attack and calumniate the 
national government and joined Dublin 
Castle in aaasiliqg the only national 
organization of the people, and who en- 
deavored to keep alive dissension on the 
very eve of the general election, that 
would decide the fate of Ireland -he did 
say to them fearlessly that any such man, 
no matter who he might be, or no matter 
what bis service in the past, must step 
down snd out, unless they were to have 
the .same miserable spectable in the next 
Parliament of a divided and disorganized 
party which had been the curse of their 
country for the last ten years. There 
was only a short time to res^xjud to the 
sppeal which the Bishop of Kaphoe and 
Redmond had made to the oonntiy. They 
were all agreed that the money would 
be wanted within the next oonple of 
months. It was perfectly certain that 
unless the country was prepared to supply 
it there would be an end of all things, an 
end of the Irish cause in their generation ; 
but for his D irt he never had one shadow 
of doubt that the people wonld supply 
that money with • heart and a half. The 
one thing that the country wanted, that 
the people required, waa to have a local 
organization in their own neighborhood 
that would enable them to contribute 
their sixpences and their shillings in 
their own branches, and these were the 
men, and not the rich men, who had 
slways made a succes of every national 
movement. Aa to the sdministraUon of the 
fund, he need not tell them thst no ar- 
rangements they could msks would sat- 
isfy everybody, not if an archangel came 
down from heaven to propose them, hut 
he was perfectly satisfied thai the name 
of Ur. O'lXinnell and tlie name of Johu 
Redmond would satisfy every Irish Na- 
tionalist who wanted to be satisfied. If 
the results were astlslactory to the people 
they need not bother their heads any 
longer about who remained disaatisfied 
or who remained outside. He said to 
them that no man ever made a cheajjcr 
investment of his money, because by 
their contributions they could be buying 
a great land act that would make them 
and their children after them the ownera 
and the real proprietors of their own 
fields and their own homes as long as the 
gra.ss is green. They would have planted 
once more in the rarliament of Ivnglaiid 
a united Irish battalion that would have 
it in their i>ower s<K)uer or later to wrest 
the freedom of this old country from the 
good-will, or, if necessary, from the 
necessities of England. 



BURNED THE CAPITOL. 



Wanton and Barbarous Act 
Act Pttrp«trat«d by th« 
English. 



The speech of President Keating two 
week's ago makes opportnne the publica- 
tion of some of the early history of the 
United States and the feelings of Eng- 
land for this country in her young days, 
which shottki arrtst the attentiou of the 
present geosnllon. 

Histofy, since the introduction of 
Christianity, records no more barbaroua 
act than that perpetrated hy an English 
General, who burned the t^spitol of the 
Ilniteil States and other public and pri- 
vate dwellings in the besntiful city where 
the affairs of this grsst Eepublic have 
been governed for a OSOtnry. The act 
was a most wanton and barbarous one, 
entirely unjustified and unwarranted 
even by the rules or requirements of war. 

It was an act for which vo parallel can 
l)e touiid, ooly in the dark ages of North 
IvuMipeaii barl'ari-^ni, nearly 2, <mi'i ^eais' 
ago, he/orfe the civlliadog influences of \ 
cbrfstiaaity and 'PII'ImS|£|*^ hearts of 
men; it was an act r«^iaA||& end cm* 



demned by the wholt. world ontsUe of 
Bngland. 

The stmgfle known as the war of I8I2 
was substantially a continuation of the 

fight for /Xnierican independence. When 
the last British soldier (juitted .-Xmerica 
in l"s:i; the freedom of the new nation 
was an accomplisheil fact, but it was not 
yet in the full sense an independent na- 
tion. Ben Franklin, when a fellow-coun- 
tryman remarked to him that the war for 
independence v^as soocsssfully closed, re- 
plied: "Say, rather, that the war of the 
revolution. The var for independence 
is yet to be fought." Franklin knew 
that though England was driven from 
America she had not given up hope for- 
ever of re-establishing her power there. 
It was with grudging and heartburning 
that George ni. and the Parliament of 
Bnglaad recognized the fact that they 
had been beaten. 

On August 16, 1811, twenty-one Eng- 
lish vessels arrived in Chesapeake Hay 
and joined Cockhurn's s<|uadron. One 
division was sent up the Potomac for the 
purpose of opening the way to the city 
of Waahington; the main body aacended 
the Fatttxent. After a victory ftom a 
email body of Americans at Branden- 
bufgh on the afternoon of the 24th the 
P'nglish set out for Washington. 

At H o'clock iu the evening Cockburn 
entered Washington, which then con- 
Uined about 900 buildings. "He came," 
says Losaing, "to destnqr the public 
property there." As they advaaoad a 
soliUry musket ball (the dtisena of the 
city having fled at the approach of the 
fire fiends), was tired from behind a 
house, which killcil the horse of Gen. 
Ross. The house was immediately as- 
sau1te<l and the work of vandalism com- 
menced in earnest. The asms fste swait- 
ed the materiala in the office of the Na- 
tional IntelUgencef, the Qovcmment or- 
gan, whoae atrictnrea on the bmtality of 
Cockburn had filled thst marauder with 
anger. Cockburn canse<1 all the tvpe 
and other printing iiiati rials to be tbinun 
into the street, the printing presses to be 
destroyed and the library, containing 
many rsre works, to be burned. Cock- 
hum sasistsd in this work with his own 
hsnds. 

The invsders followed the lesd of their 

admiral and ru.she<l toward the Capitol. 
This imiM)sing ))ilc, standing u|>on the 
brow of a hill o'-crloolciii).; llu- city in 
every direction, was even at that early 
|)erioil of ita construction a building 
of unusual magnificence. Discharging 
their firearma at the windows, the reck- 
less soldiers burst in the doors, and with 
a about of triumph carried their leader to 
the Speaker'a chair, from which, with 
mock gravity, he put the question: "Shall 
this harbor of the Yankee democracy be 
burne<l?" 

/\ yell of afTirmation rang through the 
hall, and without further preliminaries 
papers snd other combnstiblce were piled 
under the deiiks and aet on fire. In a 
few minutes this noble edifice, that had 
I)«eii in course of construction more than 
twenty years, and containing the library 
of Congress and vast quantities of official 
documents of great historical value, was 
enveloped in a seething mass of flames 
that shot up into the sky in nn mi sts k sMe 
proclamation of the awfnl fate that had 
come npdn the capital of the nation. 

Meanwhile the torch had been applied 
to other public buildings, be.sides many 
business establishments and private resi- 
idences, including one formerly owned 
by George Waahington. Fearing that 
the invaders iflleaded to cross the river, 
the fugitives on the (^iposite side set fire 
to thst end of the Loog Bridge, and the 
British, mistaking these frightened ref- 
ugees for a body of American soldiers, 
fireil the other end, and thus, as the re- 
sult of mutual fear, this mile of bridge- 
way was in a very abort space of time 
consumed. 

Overawed at the terrible devasUtion 
wnM^t by their handa and the foroea of 
nature, Uie British stole sUenUy forth 
from the city on the night of Angnst 26 
and beat a hasty retreat to their ships. 
Slowly and mournfnlly the hopeless in- 
habitants returne<l to their desolate 
homes. The value of the entire amount 
of property destroyed at Washington was 
estimated at over $2,000,090. 

The Government and Parliament of 
England warmly approved of Oofikharn's 
act. When the news reached Bngland 
guns were tired from the Tower of Lon- 
(lon in joyful celebration of the barlwir- 
ity. Parliament unanimously voted 
thanks to Cockburn and Ross. Parlia- 
ment ahK> decreed that at his death a 
monument should be erected to Ross in 
Wsstminster Abey, the bnrisl plaoe of 
men to whom Bnghind deairea to pay 
extraordinary honor, and the title "Ross 
of Rrandenbnrgh" was decreed to the 
(ieneral and his heirs forever. 

"The London Times," says Loasing, 
"then, as now, the exjxjnent of the prin- 
ciples of the ruling classes in England, 
snd the bitter foe of the American peo- 
ple, gloried over the daatmctionaf the 
public bnildinga and the expoMon of the 
President aud Cabinet from the capiUl, 
and indulged in exulting propheciee of 
the speedy d is sa pp earaoce of the great 
republic in the west "That ill organ- 
ixed asaocistlon (the American Union)," 
asid the Times, "is on the eve of dissolu- 
tion, and the world is spsedily to be de- 
livered of the mischievous example of the 
existence of s government founded on 
democratic rebellion."
